Tilt! ifiurease of the slaves and the increase 
of the alioliiiiiri sentiiiieiil caused an emiyira- 
tion of the slaves to more thoroti;;h and secure 
s'avp. sectiiiiM, and the iieyroei* who were 
thus seiil off (many heing horn there) riatti- 
rally looked back to liieir old hi)iiic.<| where 
they had lived in clover, witli leelinj;s of le- 
gretj'as they' couhi iiot'inia<;ine any place
